And whereas Doubts have been entertained, whether the embezzling 
of the fame, by fuch Servants Clerks and others fo employed by their 
Mailers, amounts to a Mifdemeanor, by the Law of Ireland ; and it is 
expedient that fuch Offences fhould be punilhed, in both parts of the 
United Kingdom ; 

'IBz It GEna&etl anti IDecIareU by the KING’S Mod Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prelent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority 
of the fame, That if any Servant or Clerk, or any Perfon employed for the 
purpofe in the capacity of a Servant or Clerk, to any Perfon or Perfons 
:,2 whomfoever, or to any Body Corporate or Politic, in that part of the 
United Kingdom called Ireland , fhall, by virtue of fuch employment, 
receive or take into his poffeffion, any Money Goods Bond Bill Note 
Banker’s Draft or other Valuable Security or Effects, for or in the name or 
on the account of his Mailer or Mailers, or Employer or Employers, and 
fhall fraudulently embezzle fecrete or make away with the fame or any part 
thereof, every luch Offender lhall be deemed guilty of a Mifdemeanor, 
and to have embezzled the fame from his Mailer or Mailers, Employer or 
Employers, for whofe ule or in whole name or names, or on whole 
account, the fame was or were delivered to or taken into the poffeffion of 
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fuch Servant Clerk or other perfon fo employed, although fuch Money 
Goods Bond Bill Note Banker’s Draft or other valuable Security, was or 
were no otherwife received into the poffeffion of his or their Servant Clerk 
or other perfon fo employed ; and every fuch Offender, his Adviier Procurer 
Aider or Abettor, being thereof lawfully con v idled, fhall be liable to-be 
Tranfported to fuch parts beyond the Seas, as His Majefty, by and with 
the Advice of His Privy Council, fliall appoint, for any I erm not exceed- 
ing in the diferetion of the Court before whom 

fuch Offender fliall be convifted or adjudged. 
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
